WHITEHEAD DISCUSSES 


ISSUES OF THE CAMPAIGN 


Bock County Senator and Republican Candidate for 


Governor, Will Write a Series of Letters Ex-

IIBST IS ON PRIMARY ELECTION" BILL

Mr. Whlteheati's First Letter 


Tho Senator's first letter Is as fol- 
lows:

not cumbersome, as' has been claimed. 
The substantial repeal of 
• existing 


laws and the substitution therefor of 
a complete system of laws, providing 
for all of the details necessitated by 
primary elec. ons, cannot be embrac- 
eu within a few sections of the sta- 
tutes. Even tho friends of the meas- 
ure who have noi stuuieu 
careful- 


ly studied It very generally. In pri- 
vate conversation And tluougn the 
press, stated that tho law might be 
defective In somo particulars. 
But 


It Is observable thut these particulars 
have seldom been pointed out. 
Nat- 


urally the public has been Inclined to 
think that a law as important 
as 


this .embracing thirty-nine sections, 
would contain some grave defects. 
If such defects exist I have not been 
able to find them.

as,< that the Stevens bill be passed 
substantially In Its present form.'
